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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues Gupta is not concerned with 
documents, detecting changes to documents, or applying annotations to documents as changed based on policies, and in fact Gupta 
teaches applying annotations to media streams that have the same content of the same media stream. The Examiner disagrees, as 
Gupta teachings of annotation are applied to different versions of media content (001 1). While Gupta's teaching in the cited reference are 
applied to multimedia content, the Examiner believes that at the time of the invention, a person of ordinay skill in the art could apply the 
concept that Gupta teaches to documents.
